Properly used, the drag gives the 


needed crown to the road, smoothes 


out ruts, other irregularities, spreads 


out puddles of water, thereby

celerating the drying of the road, 


and makes the surface more or less 


impervious to water by

In its simplest form, the road drag 


c o n s i s t s o i an ordinary log split in 
h alf and the two halves connected 
like the uprights of a 
ladder

means of cross sticks or rungs set

The log should be about 7 1o 8 


inches in diameter, and from 6 to 8 


feet in length.

The two semi-cylindrical halves of 


the log form the runners of the drag, 


and are usually spaced from 30 to 


36 inches apart. 
The front runner 
is always placed with the split sur­ 


face of the wood facing forward, 
but the rear runner sometimes has 
its rounded face in front. 
This is 


done in order to increase the smear­ 


ing action of the drag as it passes 


over the surface of the road. 


The two runners are not 
placed 


directly behind each other, hut are 
“ offset” as it is called, from 12 to 16 


inches. 
This is done because the 


drag is drawn over the road at an 


angle sufficient to make the runners 


free themselves of the material which 


they scrape. 
The amount of this 
angle 
or skew depends, of course, 


upon the condition of the road. 
B y 


offsetting the runners, it is possible 


to make their ends follow approxi­ 


mately the same line on the 
road, 


which they would not do if they were 


set directly behind each other and 
the drag drawn at an angle with the 


road. 
In order to provide standing room 


for the man, it is usual to nail two 
hoards down upon the rung s paral­ 


lel to the runners. 
Standing upon 


these, a skillful driver will hear he 


weight in such a way as 
to 
aid 


m aterially in the successful opera­ 
tion of the drag. 


The drag is drawn hv 
a 
chain 


which should 
he about 8 feet long. 
This can bo fastened hv eye holts 


to each end of the front runner, or 


one 
etid of the chain 
can 
pass 


through a hole at the discharge end 


of the front runner, atid the other 
end he looped over the rung at the 


cutting end of the runner. 
It is im­ 


portant that the hitching link should 
be so designed that its position can 


he changed readily. 
It is also de­ 


sirable to provide a metal cutting 


edge for the front runner. 
This can 


he made from a strip of 
iron 
or 


steel, and the old wagon t i r e s 
h g A*^ 


frequently proved satisfactory. 


The cost of such a drag varies 


from $2.00 to perhaps $10.00 or $12. 


00. 
This 
practically 
insignificant 
outlay will secure an implement that 


will be of great service to tin* com­ 


munity for at least three 
or 
four 


years. 
The fact cannot be overlook­ 
ed, however, that skill in the use- of 


the drag is indispensable. 


The angle that the runners make 


with the center line of the road, the 


skew angle as it might he railed, is 


an important factor. 
For example, 


if the dragging is done to increase 
the crown of the 
road, 
the 
drag 
should lu* sufficiently skewed to dis 


charge all material as rapidly as it 


is collected on the runners. 
On the 


other hand, the conditions may he 


such that it is desirable to carry 
along this material in order to de­ 
posit if where there are depressions 


in the road's surface. 
An intelligent 


operator will soon learn many ways 


of controlling the action of the drag. 


The length of the hitching chain, the 


disposition of the operator’s weight, 


the time when the dragging is done, 


all these exert a marked influence 
upon the results. 


As to the time for dragging, a 
safe rule to follow is to drag the 


road when the material composing 


the surface contains sufficient mois­ 


ture to compact readily, hut is not 


sufficiently wet for traffic to produce 
mud. 


Since the weather plays so import­ 


ant a 
part in the matter, it is not 


usually possible to arrange continu­ 


ous employment for teams on the 


road. 
It 
is 
therefore 
desirable, 
whenever 
possible, 
to 
have 
the 
dragging done by persons interested 


in the road, who will do it in the in­ 
tervals of other occupations.

In England b usiness has b een de­ 
pressed for several y ears b y a scr­ 
ies of radical laws. 
Trade has b e­ 
come so unsettled that a few months 
ago governors of the Bank of Eng­ 
land, for the iirst time in the history 
of that institution, addressed a pro­ 
test to the government. 
German trade has not recovered 
from the staggering b low of a special 
war tax of $250,000,000 which was 
levied last y ear, no one knows why . 
France and other countries are de­ 
pressed b y financial difficulties grow­ 
ing out of the political troub les in­ 
cident to the Balkan war. 
Brazil is going through a period 
of liquidation and acute b usiness de­ 
pression, pay ing the penalty for a 
wild experiment in legislation. 
The 
government tried to 
regulate the 
price of coffee, so as to make 
the 
crop more profitab le to the planters. 
The 
scheme of “valorization” or 
government regulation of the 
price 
has 
proved a failure and a large 
toek of coffee must he disposed of. 
The root of the troub le in Mexico 
is that the country has b roken down 
under the b urdens of the “eientifico” 
sy stem of legisation, the futile at­ 
tempt of former President Diaz to 
make 
the country 
prosperous 
b y 
schemes promoted b y the govern­ 
ment. 
Australia and New Zealand 
have their own peculiar troub les, and 
even Canada has “growing pains” 
as a result of too much government 
b ooming of the northwest. 
In our own country we have b ad 
a t rm e d o u s output of legislation in 
the past y ear. A tariff sy stem which 
had stood for fifty y ears has b een 
overturned, the currency sy stem has 
b een revolutionized, and congress is 
working on a large grist of new laws 
to regulate b usiness. 
We are pay ing the penalty with 
more acute depression than appears 
in any other country . 
The railroads 
are in distress through loss of rev­ 
enue, and half the industries of the 
country are running on short time, 
leaving millions of people out of em­ 
ploy ment. 


President 
Cleveland 
forced 
through congress two 
revolutionary 
measures in a little more than a y ear, 
a money law and the Wilson-Gorman 
tariff. 
The b usiness of the country 
was paraly zed b y the shock and did 
not recover until 
after 
Cleveland 
had retired from office. 
President 
Wilson 
has 
forced 
through congress a far more radical 
revision of the tariff than was at­ 
tempted twenty y ears ago, and a 
money law scarcely second in im­ 
portance to the Cleveland measure 
of 1893. 
In January trade seemed 
on the way to recover from these 
necessary surgical operations, b ut 
the improvement did not last, and the 
trade depression has b ecome more 
acute in the past few months, in the 
face of prospects for large crops. 
The patient lias had a relapse b e­ 
cause congress has proved a sur­ 
geon who don’t know when to stop. 
The instruments are b eing sharpen­ 
ed for another series of operations 
on the helpless b usiness man, b efore 
he has had time to get on his feet 
and recover his strength.

Brazil is going through a period 


of liquidation and acute business de- 
pression, paying the penalty for a 
wild experiment in legislation.

government tried to

price of coffee, so as to make

The 
scheme of "valorization"' or 


government regulation of the 
price 


has 
proved a failure and a large 


•tock of coffee must be disposed of. 


The root of the trouble in Mexico 


is that the country has broken down 
under the burdens of the "cientifico" 
system of legisation. the futile at- 
tempt of former President Diaz to 
make 
the country prosperous 
by 


schemes promoted by the govern- 
ment. 
Australia and New Zealand 


have their own peculiar troubles, and 
even Canada has "growing pains" 
as a result of too much government 
booming of the northwest. 


In our own country we have had 


a trmedous output of legislation in 
the past year. A tariff system which 
liad stood for fifty years has been 
verturned. (he currency system has 
been revolutionized, and congress is 
working on a large grist of new laws 
fo regulate business. 


We are paying the penalty witli 


nore acute depression than appears 
ill any other country. The railroads 
are in distress through loss of rev- 
enue, and half the industries of the 
•oniitry are running on short time, 
leaving millions of people out of em- 
iloymcnt.
